Every new issue 
is a part of the Elizabethan era — right up our alley. Here is what Canada Post 
is up to these days... 


2 2004 Joint Issue 


A new issue has been announced for next year. On March 26, 2004, Canada 
Post will join POST Greenland and Norwegian Post, in honouring famed 
Norwegian explorer Otto Sverdrup (1854—1930), on the one hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of his birth. Both Canada Post and POST Greenland will issue a 
single stamp, while Norway will issue two stamps in a uniquely formatted 
souvenir sheet. 


The joint issue will be in the form of three souvenir sheets — one for each 
participating country. Each sheet will feature three designs, but only one of the 
three designs will be denominated. The Canadian sheet will feature a stamp 
image of Sverdrup’s ship the FRAM. Norway’s images will be of the explorer 
himself and also the FRAM, while Greenland’s features the exploration team in 
a rowboat braving arduous sea conditions during one of their expeditions.

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Postal Stationery

In line with Robin Harris’ side-bar entitled “Two se 

pages of postal stationery! What gives?” (Corgi Times f CANADA IO! — 16 CANADATOS IO CANADA 16! 
July-August 2003, p.7), one sideline of my Elizabethan r A E 
postal history collection is uprated postal stationery. 
Purist postal stationery collectors value items without 
any other stamp attached and “in period” usage. Having 
never felt comfortable with the rules of purists, I started 
to purposely acquire postal stationery used (preferably 
in period — Ill concede that to purists) for other services 
than their imprinted denomination intended. Two covers 
from the classical era of the Elizabethan period 
illustrate this. 


1) 1964 Cameo intra-provincial cover 
registered from Salmon Arm to 
Kelowna, BC. The 5c Cameo “dotted 
hair” postal stationery envelope pays the 
domestic letter rate for one ounce. The 
uprate adhesives make up the 35c 
registry fee for #$25 indemnity with a 
5c Cameo definitive issued October 3, 
1962, and 3 x 10c Inuk in Kayak 
medium value definitive issued 
February 21, 1955. The routing is nicely 
indicated on the back as follows: Salmon 
Arm 29 AU 64, Kamloops 30 VIII 64, 
and Kelowna 31 AU 64. A nice 
Okanagan routing. 1964 Cameo cover 





2) 1954 Karsh cover registered to USA. 
Cancelled by Winnipeg 3-ring CDS on 
13 OC 54. Receiver double ring CDS at 
Pittsburgh, PA is dated OCT 15 1954. 
The surface rate to USA was 5c for the 
first ounce, paid by the “First Karsh” 
design of Her Majesty’s portrait on the 
postal stationery envelope. Registration 
for # 25 francs indemnity of 20c was 
paid by the forest products medium 
value definitive issued April 1, 1952.

1954 Karsh cover 
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Another Canada Post Barcode Error

For the second time this year, an error in a barcode has appeared on a 
Canadian stamp product. 


The first day cover of the 48¢ Cycling stamp (containing a single stamp) was 
issued on September 10, 2003. Its barcode, found at the lower right corner of the 
back of the envelope, reads 0 63491 02796 3. When scanned by the UPC scanner, 
it comes up with a price of $1.48 (48¢ for the stamp and $1 for the cover itself). 


The $1.25 Riopelle souvenir sheet, issued October 7, 2003, when scanned by the 
UPC scanner also comes up with a price of $1.48 and the equipment says it is a 48¢ 
Cycling FDC! Why? The barcode on the souvenir sheet reads 0 63491 02796 3— the 
same as that found on the Cycling FDC.

Earlier in the year, two Year of the Ram products shared the same barcode: the $1.25 souvenir sheet and the $1.25 
souvenir sheet on a first day cover. We reported on this error on page 51 of the January—February 2003 Corgi Times. 


These duplicate barcodes cause a tremendous amount of problem with Canada Post and its retail outlets. You would 
think they would have learned after the first instance back in January. *

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The Official Millennium Keepsake - Peace is in Your Hands 
by: Joseph Monteiro

Introduction 

On October 12, 1999, Canada Post marketed the Official Millennium Keepsake 
in an attempt to promote peace in the new millennium. This same basic product 
has been distributed in a new wrapper. The purpose of this note is to draw your 
attention and describe this wrapper. 


Official Millennium Keepsake - New Wrapper 

In 2000, when Canada Post marketed the metal Keepsake it was placed in a 
cardboard package with a pre-stamped postcard. This Keepsake was marketed 
with a red sticker showing a price of $8.99. The same Keepsake without the 
cardboard package and pre-stamped postcard was distributed by the Police Officers 
of Canada. This Keepsake is now wrapped with a thin blue printed paper. The text 
on the top front of the wrapper against a blue ribbon reads “United Nations 
Association in Canada Blue Ribbon Campaign”. The text in the middle of this 
wrapper in English on the left reads “Show your pride in Canada's commitment to 
world peace. Donate at your local post office and proudly wear your blue ribbon -- 
the international symbol of peace, tolerance and cooperation.” On the right is the 
French equivalent. Below is the symbol of the United Nations with Canada 
inscribed between the top gap of wreath. Above the symbol is the internet address: 
www.unac.org. Below the symbol is the text “Association Canadienne Pour Les 
Nations Unies Campagne Du Ruban Bleu”. The vertical text on the left states 
“PEACE IN YOUR HANDS’ with the French text “CULTIVONS LA PAIX” on the 
left. 


The message at the bottom side states “Brought to you by the police officers of 
Canada” followed by the Canadian flag and the message “Offert par les policiers 
du Canada.” The message the top side states “With kind assistance of Quebecor 
World” followed by the Quebecor World logo and the message “Avec L'aimable 
contribution de Quebecor World.” 


The wrapper at the back has a colour of red at the top half and yellow at the 
bottom half. The top contains a picture of the 55-cents stamp with a child and dove 
and a bilingual text. The English text states “It's Cool to Collect! Stamp collecting 
is an exciting lifelong hobby! Start today with these special stamps featuring the 
dove - a timeless messenger of peace.” Below is the French equivalent followed by 
the Canada Post logo. At the bottom is the English text “Keep your dreams alive

The wrapper is shown in the illustration at the end. However, since it is opened the text described above does not 


appear in the order described above. 


Concluding Remarks 


The Official Millennium Keepsake containing the three miniature sheets and medallion manufactured for Canada 
Post was an innovative idea. It promotes ideals of world peace and love. Had the people of the world paid more attention 
to these ideals, the world would have begun the new millennium with the right start and be a far safer and happier place 
to live in. The designs of the stamps on the miniature sheets are not only attractive and meaningful but also display the 
remarkable talents of the designers. The number of the Keepsakes manufactured unfortunately was far greater than 
the philatelic market could absorb. It is therefore not surprising that the Keepsake is still being distributed. Perhaps, 


other philatelists may have found the Keepsake distributed in other wrappers.

One of the largest quarterly Collector’s Stamps of Canada packs 
produced by Canada Post, at least in terms of size (some 7%"x11%"), was 
recently released. 


This year’s fourth quarter (October-December 2003) pack contains 20 
stamps from 4 different stamp issues: 


Canadian Astronauts (8 stamps in complete pane) 
National Emblems (Trees) (pair) 

Jean-Paul Riopelle (pane of 6 and souvenir sheet) 
Christmas (8 singles)

A couple of surprises: 


< the National Emblems issue is “missing” the souvenir sheet 
[I understand that the 2003 annual collection includes the 
souvenir sheet but does not have the normal se-tenant pair!] 

< the three Christmas stamps are die cut entirely through the 
stamp and backing paper. As seen on the front page of this issue 
of the Corgi Times, this years Christmas stamps issued by 
Canada Post are square with a portion of the design jutting out 
from one side of the stamp. 





Both the Astronauts and Riopelle panes (8 and 6 stamps respectively) RNT 


are “complete”. That is, they are identical to the stamp panes issued Canada Post’s 4th Quarter stamps (Oct-Dec 2003) 
earlier in the quarter. In the past, Canada Post has occasionally trimmed 

certain large-size panes so that the pane will fit into the quarterly pack 

(I understand that the Astronauts pane included in the 2003 annual 

collection is trimmed at both the top and bottom of the pane). +

The recent announcement by Canada 
Post that they are having a joint issue with 
POST Greenland and Norwegian Post next 
March (see page 34) got me to thinking of 
past joint issues by Canada.

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1972-1978 Caricature and Landscape Pane Types 


by: Robin Harris 


While in the process of updating my Caricature & Landscape Definitive Series 1972-1978 book, I felt that it was 
important to illustrate the full panes of the stamps from this series in a better manner. The result is found on the next 
couple of pages. For those who are ‘newer’ to the world of Elizabethan stamp collecting, or for those who do not specialize 
in this series, these illustrations will provide a good reference to the stamps in this series. 


Stamps are printed in large 
sheets (or rolls) comprised of 
multiple panes (the number of 
panes on a full sheet depends on 
the size of stamp). The individual 
panes are separated from the 
larger printing sheet and 
distributed to post offices (most 
people refer to the panes that are 
sold at the post office as “sheets”, 
which is not quite accurate). 


Two “types” of panes are 
distributed: philatelic panes are 
sent to philatelic outlets across 
the country — they include plate 
inscriptions in each of the four 
corners; field stock panes are sent 
to all post offices — they have no 
inscriptions on the pane. 


All of the panes illustrated 
here are philatelic panes with the 
plate inscriptions in each of the 
four corners. Field stock panes of 
each also exist with the 
inscriptions removed. 





The sheet stamps were issued in two sizes of panes: 100 subjects (low- and 
medium-values); and 50 subjects (dollar values). 


The panes are numbered here in the order of their “group’s” appearance. That 
is, the high-value city landscapes were issued first and produced three different 
types of panes; the medium-value landscapes followed with two types of panes, and 
the low-value Caricatures produced three types of panes. 


A pane is ‘different’ due to any of the following: number of stamps in the pane, 
size of the pane, location of inscriptions, appearance of perforations in the pane’s

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48¢ Flag over Canada Post Building Tagging — Part 2

In the May—June 2003 Corgi Times we discussed and illustrated several tagging 
varieties on the 48¢ Flag over Canada Post Building definitive. Since then I have seen 
another 20+ used tagging errors on this stamp, including a couple of new ‘types’ that were 
not illustrated previously. 


Has anyone come across any complete booklets with these tagging errors? The errors are 
relatively plentiful so it shouldn’t be too hard to find mint examples. Of course, this stamp 
is being replaced this month with a 49¢ value in anticipation of the new postal rates in mid 
January 2004.

Tagging Guide Dots on 30¢ Regina

Have you ever heard of “guide dots” for phosphor tagging? 


This newly found tagging variety appears to be just that. As illustrated below, 
there is a dot of phosphor tagging just to the left at the bottom vertical tag bars of 
all three columns in the lower left corner inscription block on the 30¢ Regina stamp 
(sc# 967 issued Aug 3, 1982). 





I visited a local dealer here in Winnipeg to confirm this 
variety and their stock showed additional types of this flaw — 
multiple copies of each of these three basic dot types were seen 
so these are constant: 


a a dot to the left of all three vertical tag bars (as 
illustrated to the right) 


Ą a dot to the left of only the second (ie. middle) vertical 
tag bar in the LL block 


a a dot the left of the second and third vertical tag bars. 
That is, there was no dot at the bottom of the first 
vertical tag bar.
